The Federal Bureau of Invest! 
Ration maintained official silence 
Tuesday co l he report that Da! 
Us-based agent James P. Hosty 
I Jr.. who investigated Lee Harvey 
Oswald prior to the assassins 
jtion of President John F. JCen-| 
>edy had been suspended for 30 
days and reassigned to (he Kan 
ms City office. 

Hosty'* supervisor here, agent- 
us-charge Gordon Shank] in, de- 
clared flatly: 

*TH make no comment on it 
at afl.~ 

An FBI spokesman in Washing 
ton withheld comment, saying 
that the office never discusses 
personnel. 

The report <aid that Hosty. 
whose wife is expecting their 1 
ninth child, would not draw pay 
during the suspension. 

The report added that the ac- 
tion was the direct result of the 
Warren Commission's criticism of] 
the FBI in its report on the as 
Mssinatioa. 

Hosty specialized in security in 
telligence for the Dallas office, 
and had routinely checked on Os- 
wald and Oswalds Russian wife, 

Marina. 

The Warren Commission report 
Mid Hasty never talked with Os-, 
wild, but had sought information 
about him through other sources, 
including Mr*. Ruth Paine, w ho 
shared her home in Irving with 
Marian Oswald.

FBI director J. Edgar Hoover 
denied that the agent ever mada 
the statement to the Dallas pofic* 
lieutenant. 

Curry and ReviH. the depart- 
ment's criminal intelligenc* 
jehief, both testified in Washington 
before the commission aboui the

Neilher would comment' Vuo- 
day on the Hosty suspension. 

Sources, meanwhile, described 
morale as “shot** among Dalla* 
FBI agents as a result d Ihe ac- 
tion against Hosty. The . sources 
said some d the other agents, fed 
Hosty was being made - a- TUU 
guy." a feeling also s/ured hy 
[those ia other tranche^ of jav 
| enforcement here. 

One police official BeTe'nded 
Rosty's work in the FBI. He de- 
scribed him as “one of tKe* better 
agents in the area, consdiefrtkx*. 
worked hard and was well in- 
formed.**
